DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 02 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 3 and 4, filed January 30, 2008, with respect to the 
rejection of claims 7-9, 1 1, 14, 15, 18, 22-24, and 31-34 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Trost et al. (US 4,051,157) in view of Eardleyet al. (US 3,658,799) have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 7-9, 11, 14, 15, 18, 22-24, and 31-34 has 
been withdrawn. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 4 through to the paragraph bridging pages 4 and 5, 
filed January 30, 2008, with respect to the rejection of claims 7-9, 1 1 , 1 2, 1 4-1 6, 1 8, 20-24 and 30- 
34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kurtz et al. (US 3,755,451 ) alone or 
in view of Bryant et al. (US 3,534,088). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 103 

3. The rejection of claims 7-16, 18-26 and 30-34 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kurtz etal. (US 3,755,451) alone or in view of Hefner, Jr. (US 4,613,703) is 
withdrawn due a showing of unexpected results (see pages 6 and 7 of Applicants remarks filed 
January 30, 2008). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 7-1 6, 18-26, and 30-34 (now claims 1-24) are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant claims are 
allowable over the prior art of record for reasons given on pages 3-5 of Applicants remarks, filed 
January 30, 2008 and because of a showing of unexpected results (see pages 6 and 7 of 
Applicants' remarks, filed January 30, 2008 and the declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132, filed 
October 8, 2007).
